The  scene  on  Main  street 
w.ns  beyond  atleii'isle  description,  so  im- 
pressive, so  beautiful,  so  full  of  stirring 
associations,  blending  wilh  the  martial 
dirges  of  the  bands,  tho  gleam  of  mus- 
ket, rifle,  and  saber  dr*wti,  the  sheen  of 
black  cannon,  thousands  of  throbbing 
hearts,  and  the  soul  of  soriow  that 
manilod  over  all.  From  Second  street, 
through  which  Ihe  procession  partly 
passed,  it  wheeled  into  Grace  street, 
down  which  ii  returned  to  Capitol  sqare, 
entering  by  Monument  Gate.  At  differ- 
ent stages  of  the  obseqaies  the  cannon, 
which  remained  stationed  at  the  foot  of 
thj  monument,  pealed  out  in  tones  of 
thunder,  which  hightened  the  effect  of 
the  tolling  bolls,  the  solemn  music,  and 
the  grrnd  display. 

The  hearse  being  drawn  up  in  frontof 
the  Capitol,  Ihe  coftin  was  removed  lo  the 
Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
where  it  wa.s  laid  in  stale  in  front  of  the 
Speaker's  seat.  Thousands  crowded  into 
the  building,  many  bearing  splendid  bo- 
quets,  with  wiiich  lo  adorn  the  coffin;  and 
al  night  hundreds  were  turned  away,  af- 
ter hours  of  fruitless  oR'orts,  without  see- 
ing the  face  of  the  beloved  departed  war- 
rior. The  remains  will  be  sent  to  Lex- 
ington this  morning.  All  the  Courts  in 
Richmond  passed  resolutions  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  Jackson,  and  adjourned 
to  attend  ihe  ceremonies.

McCLBLLAN  ON  SIONE- 
WALL  JACKSON. 
The  New  York  Heiald  reports  the  con* 
versalion  of  Gen.  Mc.Clellan  with  a  dep- 
utation from  Washington  City,  conveying 
complimentary  resolutions.  We  quote 
from  the  report: 

Some  one  asked  if  there  was  nny  doubt 
about  the  death  of  Stonewall  Jacksftn. — • 
Gen.  McClellan  replied  that  ho  thought 
not,  and  expressed  himself  mu<fli  grieved 
.tt  the  event.  "No  one,"  said  he,  "caH 
help  admiring  a  man  like  Jackson.  He 
was  sincere,  and  true,  and  yaliant.  Yet 
no  one  has  disappointed  me  more  than  ha 
has.  Jackson  vas  one  of  my  classmates, 
and  at  college  never  promised  to  be  the 
man  he  has  proved  himself.  He  was  al- 
ways very  slow,  and  acquired  a  lesson 
only  after  greal  labor.  And  vol  his  de- 
termination was  so  great  lhat  be  never 
■jave  anything  up  uutil  ha  succeeded. — 
His  character  seems  to  have  changed 
since,  for  ha  has  exhibileil  greal  celerity 
in  all  his  movemeuls,  while  in  command 
of  rebel  forces." 

"I  suppose,"  remarked  a  gentleman, 
"Jackson  was  the  ablest  General  in  the 
South." 

'He  is  undoubtedly  a  groat  loss  to  tba 
rebels,"  replied  Gen.  McClellan.  "Lea 
is  perhaps  the  moat  able  commander  llicy 
have,  and  Jackson  was  the  best  executive 
officer." 

The  conversation  next  turned  on  the 
famous  flight  of  President  Liccohi  from 
Harrisburg  to  Washington,  and  Ihe  itAte 
of  the  national  Capital  at  tha  lima  of  the 
inauguaration.  Gen.  M(;CIellan,  in  reply 
to  various  questions,  stated-  that  al  ibe 
time  referred  to  he  did  not  think  there 
was  much  danger  either  to  tho  person  of 
President  Lincoln  or  to  the  Capital.— 
Since  then  he  had,  however,  obtained  in- 
formation which  led  hira  to  believe  that 
there  really  was  a  conspiracy  to  seize  tba 
person  of  Lincoln,  and  also  to  gain  pos- 
session of  Washington.  Had  either  event 
occuned,  tho  eQc.-t  might  have  changed 
the  wiiole  character  of  events,  and  resul- 
ted in  lihe  S<juthern\conspirator8  becom- 
ing the  tfe  facto  Government.  Possession 
of  tho  national  Capital,  he  thought, 
would  have  given  the  rebels  a  moral  force 
equal  to  three  hundred  thousand  men.

Tliey  nflas 
either  whip  Grant's  army  or  Vicksburg 
must  suocumb  to  the  power  of  the  Fed 
eral  arms.

We  were  finally  driven  back  to 
Jackson,  and  fought  them  through  the 
streets  till  overpowered  by  greatly  supe- 
rior numbers,  and  were  compelled  to 
evacuate  the  city.  The  enemy's  forces 
amount  to  about  20,000  or  30.000.  and 
our  own  to  only  9,000.  Gen.  Johnston 
then  retreated  to  Canton.  The  enemy's 
cavalry  was  yesterday  at  Brandon,  on  the 
Southern  road,  twenty  odd  miles  from 
this  point.  We  had  a  force  to  protect  the 
road. 

The  Richmond  Enquirer  of  the  20th 
has  the  following  iu  relation  to  Vicks- 
burg:

Hovey  attacked  the  hill  and  held 
the  greater  part  of  it  till  two 
M.,  when,  havini;  lost  1,600  roe 
succeeded  by  Boomer's  and  Holmes 
brigades  of  Crocker's  division,  by  which 
the  conflict  was  ended  in  that  part  of  the 
field.  Boomer  lost  500  men.  Logan 
operated  on  the  right,  and  cut  off  the  ene- 
my's direct  retreat  so  that  he  was  com- 
pelled to  escape  by  his  right  flank  through 
the  woods.  L-^gan  l^st  400  killed  and 
wounded.  We  took  about  2,000  prison- 
ers. 

On  the  17th.  advancing  to  the  Big 
Black,  we  fought  Pemberton,  at  the 
bridge  there,  and  captured  3.000  more 
prisoners.  He  fought  in  rifle-pits,  pro- 
tected by  a  difficult  bayou  full  of  abattis. 
Lawlers'  brigade  of  McClernand's  corps 
charged  the  rifle-pits  magnificently,  and 
took  more  prisoners  than  their  own  num- 
bers. 

Pemberton  burned  the  bridge,  and  re- 
tired to  Vicksburg.  with  only  three  can- 
non out  of  sixty  that  be  had  taken  out. 
Building  four  bridges  over  the  Big  Black, 
General  Grant  arrived  before  the  town  on 
the  evening  of  (he  18tb,  and  holds  it 
closely  inyeslsd.  He  had  opened  a  line 
of  supplies  t^ia  Chickasaw  Bayou,  hav- 
ing cut  the  town  off  from  Haines'  Bluff, 
which  is  abandoned  by  the  enemy,  and 
which  General  Grant  will  occupy. — 
There  was  sharp  fighting  throughout  the 
day  yesterday.    Steele  won  and  holds  the

A  Newbern  letter  of  the  10th  inst., 
states  that  our  dispatch  boats  which  have 
been  running  to  Norfolk  by  the  Albemarle 
and  Chesapeake  canal  were  captured  on 
the  15th  inst.  by  rebel  guerillas  and  both 
vessels  caried  up  the  Biackwater.  Two 
corn  laden  schooners  were  captured  at 
the  same  time.

[CorrMponddic*  of  th«  Richmond  Enqdirar.  | 

Chattanoooa,  Mny  It. — A  ((entleman 
just  from  Spring  Hill,  in  Maury  County, 
gives  me  some  particulars  in  regard  to  the 
death  of  Van  Dorn.  The  facts  are  sin- 
gularly tragic,  and  in  tinie  of  pence  would 
create  a  national  furort.  The  crowded 
condition  of  the  greit  war  canvass,  how- 
ever, will  distract  the  public  eye  from  a 
quiet  domestic  melodrama. 

Since  taking  tip  his  qn.-irters  at  Spring 
Hill,  Van  Dorn  has  been  upon  terms  of 
criminal  intimacy  with  Mrs.  Dr.  Peters. 
She  was  a  Miss  MoKissick— young, 
handsome  and  intelligent.  Her  family  is 
one  of  the  highest  respectability,  and  con- 
eiderable  wealth.  Her  husband  has  been 
one  of  the  most  esteemed  citizens — an 
amiable  man,  a  member  of  the  State  Sen- 
ate, and  a  heavy  gUnter.  A  brother. 
Major  Peters,  is  chief  Quarlerm.ister  to 
General  Polk.  The  pair  have  been  mar- 
lied  (second  marriage  on  the  part  of  the 
gentleman)  foraboiit  five  years. 

On  the  Hay  of  the  occurrence  Dr.  Pe- 
ters oalled  upon  Van  Dorn  arid  obtained  a 
pass  go  to  Nashville.  Van  Djrn  gave 
it  readily,  doubtless  feeling  glad  to  get 
Vid  of  a  disagreeable  and  dangeroiia  in- 
cumbrance. They  were  alone  together 
in  an  upper  room,  and  it  is  supposed  that 
Peters  shot  from  back  of  Van  Dorn's 
head,  which  was  split  in  twain  by  the 
bullet.  The  report  was  not  heard,  how- 
ever, and  Peters  mounted  his  horse,  rode 
away,  crossed  the  lines  with  the  pasl^ 
previously  obtained,  and  entered  Nash- 
ville. He  has  been,  I  learn,  received 
willi  marks  of  distinguished  welcome. 

The  boJv  of  Van  Dorn  was  coffined 
and  sent  off  for  intermeot.  Mrs.  Paters 
has  returned  to  her  own  family. 

These  are  the  facts,  hard  and  dry. — 
Rumers  ef  the  conduct  of  Van  Diirn, 
not  only  in  this  one  instance,  but  in  others 
near  Columbia,  have  been  prevalent  for 
aorae  time.  Without  doubt  he  has  acted 
very  badly.  My  infordlant  tells  me  thit 
he  has  degraded  the  cause  and  disgusted 
every  one  by  his  inattention  to  his  duties 
and  his  constant  devotion  to  the  ladies, 
and  that  to  the  exclusion  of  all  else.— 
Wine  and  woman  have  ruined  him,  as 
tUey  hava  ruined  many  another  brilliant 
but  reckless  man. 

That  Van  Dorn  was  a  m-n  of  daring 
genius  there  can  be  no  doubt.  Being 
handsome,  with  dark,  flashing  eyes,  a 
magnificent  mustache,  a  superb  rider, 
■howy  address,  quick-witted,  and  grace- 
ful, he  was  also  a  man  of  aagaoious  fore- 
sight, keen,  intelliirent.  but  was  wholly 
and  thoroughly  unreliable.  He  always 
sacrificed  his  business  to  his  pleasure. — 
He  was  never  at  his  post  when  he  oa^t 
to  be.  He  was  either  tied  to  a  woman's 
apron-strings  or  heated  with  wine.
